1  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fifteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  County 
Borough  of  West  Hartlepool* 

The  Report  is,  as  you  will  see,  an  Interim  War  Report 
worth  the  usual  war  time  restrictions  as  in  the  past  few 
preceding  years  but,  though  brief,  is  none  the  less  interesting 
from  the  point  of  view  of  health  statistics  in  war  time. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  on  the  whole  vital  statistics 

are  very  good  and,  in  spite  of  all  the  difficulties 
associated  with  war  circumstances,  we  have  been  able  to  put 
up  a  good  fight  against  diseases  both  infectious  and  contagious 
and  been  able  to  maintain  a  reasonably  high  standard  of  health 
compared  with  reoent  years  and  with  pre-war  years. 

Your  Death  Rate  is  lower  than  lost  year,  your  Birth  Rato 
the  highest  for  many  years  and,  at  that,  accompanied  by  a 
reasonably  good  infantile  mortality  rate. 

Deaths  from  Pneumonia  and  Influenza  were  considerably 
reduced  and  there  was  a  decline  in  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  although,  as  was  to  bo  expected,  an  Increase  in 
the  new  cases  coming  under  treatment  due  to  depressing  war  time 
°o'itdi!:ions  and  perhaps  a  keener  diagnosis  amongst  the  general 
practitioners . 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  particularly  low 
and  active  measures  hove  been  taken  in  connection  with  the 
treatment  of  Scabies  and  verminous  persons  and  premises,  by 
non  oaths,  active  treatment  and  disinfection 

Your  food  and  milk  have  been  reasonably  looked  after  in 
the  matter  of  handling  a n..:  no  serious  outbreaks  of  food 
contamination  were  reported  and  active  measures  by  rat 
extermination  were  introduced  during  the  year. 

T  am  grateful  for  the  help  and  support  of  the  members  of 
the  Health  Committee,  ny  fellow  officials  and  my  staff  and  take 
this  occasion  to  thank  all  sincerely  for  their  part  in 
maintaining  the  health  services  of  the  Borough  at  this  present 
high  level.

During  tho  year  a  survey  was  node  of  the  Town  to 
ascertain  the  extent  of  the  rat  infestation  in  the 
Borough..  As  a  result  it  was  found  that  312  premises 
were  infested  with  rats  and  260  with  nice.  The  survey 
made  excluded  railway  premises  and  agricultural  land. 

Following  upon  the  survey  the  Council  appointed 
a  Rodent  Officer  to  assist  occupiers  in  exterminating  rats 
and,  in  suitable  cases,  laying  poison  baits,  the  cost  of 
such  work  being  charged  to  the  occupier.  In  this 
connection  937  visits  have  been  made  to  lay  pro-baits 
and  298  visits  to  lay  poison  baits. 

The  Borough  Engineer T s  staff  laid  poison  baits  in 
the  sewers  at  manhole  points  and  it  is  estimated  that 
this  resulted  in  a  kill  of  3,000  rats 

Four  instances  have  been  found  of  infestation 
carried  by  black  rats.  Three  of  those  were  on  the 
fringe  of  the  Dock  area  but  the  other  was  in  the  centre 
of  the  Town.  One  of  the  specimens  caught  were  forwarded 
to  the  Pathological  Branch  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  for 
examination.
